ORDER 

Silvassa, the 28th December 1964 

No. ADM/ SUPPLY/ 196/ 64 — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Rule 125 of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1962, and in supersession of the order issued under 
No. ADM/ Supply/ 1 3 5 dt. 15-12-64 by the Collector of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli, the Collector, Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, by virtue of authorities vested in him 
vide Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, Silvassa’s 
notification dated 24th November 1964 is hereby pleased 
to make the following order namely : — 

1. SHORT TITLE, EXTENT AND COMMENCE- 
MENT ; — 

(1) This Order may be called the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Foodgrains (Export control) 
Order 1964; 

(2) It extends to whole of the Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter 
referred to as the territory); 

(3) It shall come into force immediately. 

2. DEFINITIONS : — 

In this Order unless the context otherwise requires : — 

(a) "foodgrains” include any of the following food- 
grains including products of such foodgrains other than 
husk and bran : — 

1. Paddy (Rice in husk) 

2. Rice (Husked) 

3. Jowar. 

4. Nagli, 

5. Wheat. 

6. Kodra, 

7. Udld. 

8. Tur. 
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9. Gram, 

10. Moong. 

(b) “export” means to take or cause to be taken by 
any means whatsoever, from any place of the territory 
to any place outside the Territory; 

(c) “Collector” means ihe Collector of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

3. BAN ON EXPORT OF FOODGRAINS 

No person shall export or attempt to export or abet 
the export of any foodgrains except under and in accord- 
ance with a permit issued by the Mamlatdar or by any 
other officer authorised by the Collector in this behalf; 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to 
the export df any foodgrains — 

( 1 ) not exceeding one kilogram in weight in 
aggregate by a bona fide traveller as part of 
his luggage; or; 

(2) on Government account; or 

(3) under and in accordance with Military Cre- 
dits Notes. 

4, POWERS OF ENTRY, SEARCH, SEIZURE ETC. 

Any Police Officer not below the rank of a Head 
constable or any officer of the Civil Supplies Department 
not below the rank of Supply Avalkarkun, any Revenue 
Officer not below the rank of an avalkarkun and any 
other person authorised in this behalf by the Collector, 
may with a view to securing compliance with this Order 
or to satisfying himself that this Order has been com- 
plied with; 

(a) stop and search or authorise any person to 
stop and search any person or any boat, 
motor or other vehicle or any receptacle used 
or intended to be used for the export of 
foodgrains; 

(b) enter and search or authorise any person to 
enter and search any places; 

(c) seize or authorise the seizure of any food- 
grains in respect of which he suspects that 
any provision of this Order has been, is 
being or is about to be contravened, along 
with the packages, coverings, or receptacles 
in which such foodgrain is found, or the ani- 
mals, vehicles, vessels, boats or other convey- 
ances used in carrying such foodgrains.

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ORDER 

Silvassa, the 28 th December 1964 

No. ADM/ SUPPLY/ 197/64. — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Rule 125 of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1962, the Collector, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 
makes the following orders : — 

1. (1) This Order may be called “Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Fogdgrains (Declaration of stocks and Prohibi- 
tion of sales) Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli, hereinafter referred to as 
“territory”. 

(3) It shall come into force immediately. 

2. Definitions. — In this Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires : — 

(a) “cultivator” means one who cultivates the 
land personally and who stores foodgrains 
produced by personal cultivation and does 
not Include a person who is engaged in the 
business of sale, purchase and storage of 
foodgrains. 

(b) "Appointed day” means the date on which 
this Order shall come in force; 

(c) "Dealer” means any person who, whether for 
commission, remuneration or otherwise, 
carries on the business of purchase, sale or 
storage for sale of any one of the foodgrains 
in quantity of ten quintals or more at any 
one time, or any quantity of ten quintals or 
more of all foodgrains taken together, but 
does not include a person who— 

(i) stores any foodgrains produced by him 
by personal cultivation; and 
(ii) does not engage in the business of pur- 
chase or sale of foodgrains. 

(d) “foodgrains” means any one or more of the 
following foodgrains including products of 
such foodgrains other than husk and bran : — 

(1) Wheat. 

(2) Paddy (Rice in husk), 

(3) Rice (Husked). 

(4) Juwar. 

(5) NagU. 

(6) Kodra. 

(7) Gram. 

(8) Udid. 

(9) Tur and 

(10) Moong. 

(e) “Form" means a form set in schedule I to 
this Order. 

(f) "Licencing authority” means Mamlatdar or 
any other officer authorised by the Collector 
to exercise the powers and perform the 
duties of the licencing authority under this 
Order. 

(g) “retailer” means a dealer who sales food- 
grains to a person other than a dealer; 

(h> “Collector” means the Collector, Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

(i) “Mamlatdar” means the Mamlatdar, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli. 

(j) “Wholesaler” means a dealer who is not a 
retailer. 

3. Declaration of stocks by dealers : — Every dealer 
shall declare the stock on or before 5th of every month 


of the stock in his possession on the last day of the 
proceeding month to the Mamlatdar in form "A” an- 
nexed here in schedule I. 

Provided that the declaration of .the stock, held by 
any dealer on the day proceeding to the appointed day, 
shall be made within seven days trom the appointed day. 

4 . Declaration of stock by the cultivators and persons 
other than the dealers ; — 

(a) Any cultivator or person other than a dealer 
in possession of foodgrains exceeding 10 
quintals on the day immediately proceeding 
the appointed day or on the appointed day 
or any day subsequent to the appointed day, 
and 

(b) Any cultivator or any other person other 
than a dealer who holds or has under his 
control an aggregate stock of any foodgrains 
or aggregate of different foodgrains exceed- 
ing 10 quintals — 

shall declare to the Mamlatdar in writing in 
form “A" the stock of foodgrains or food- 
grains held in excess of the quantity of grains 
prescribed as above. 

(i) If the stock was so held on the day 
immediately proceeding the appointed 
day within seven days from the appoint- 
ed day; 

(ii) In any other case, whenever the stock 
exceeds the quantity prescribed above 
withis 24 hours after the quantity so ex- 
ceeds. 

5 . Every dealer, cultivator and any person other than 
a dealer or cultivator who has or has not made any dec- 
laration under clause 3 or 4 of this Order as the case 
may be, shall have to carry out the Order of the Mam- 
latdar or any other officer appointed by the Collector 
with regard to the sale or disposal of the stock of food- 
grains to such person or class of persons specified in 
such Order at the rate fixed by the Collector from time 
to time and shall not sell or dispose of the stock of 
foodgrains in any other manner except in the manner 
prescribed above. 

6. Power of Entry, Search, Seizure etc. — Any police 
officer not below the rank of a head constable or any 
officer of the civil supplies department not below the 
rank of Supply Avalkarkun, any revenue officer not 
below the rank of an avalkarkun and any other person 
authorised in this behalf by the Collector, may with a 
view to securing compliance with this Order or to satis- 
fying himself that this Order has been complied with; 

(a) stop and search or authorise any person to 
stop and search any person or any boat, 
motor or other vehicle or any receptacles 
used or intended to be used for the export 
of foodgrains; 

( b ) enter and search or authorise any person to 
enter and search any place; 

(c) seize or authorise the seizure of any food- 
grains in respect of which he suspects that 
any provision of this Order has been, is being 
or in about to be contravened, along with 
the package, covering, or receptacles in which 
such foodgrain is found or the animals, 
vehicles, boats or other conveyances used in 
carrying such foodgrains.
